1. Harrison County Rural Electric Membership Corporation 

Harrison County Rural Electric Membership Corporation (REMC) has submitted a revised 
"Schedule of Non-Recurring charges" to incorporate a credit card convenience fee of $2.00 per 
credit card type transaction. 

The REMC averages approximately $170,000 each month in credit card transactions, which is 
$186.05 per transaction. The REMC's fee for a credit card transaction from the credit card 
companies is 1.08%, which translates to $2.01 on average.

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The following new miscellaneous item has been reviewed by staffmembers of the Commission 
and we recommend accepting it for filing. 

1. Indiana Natural Gas Corporation 

The Utility proposes establishing a School Transportation Service - Tariff "STS". This addition 
will make transportation service available to all K through 12 public school corporation facilities 
or multiple public school corporations acting as a group, where such customers have installed 
meters sized greater than 415 cubic feet per hour. Upon request, summary billing will also be 
provided for a charge of $50 per school corporation per month to allow each school corporation 
to receive one bill for all facilities under this new rate. The STS delivery charge derives fi-om the 
Utility's commercial rate with the base cost of gas and unaccounted for gas subtracted and an 
incremental charge of $0.10 per dekatherm is added to recover the incremental costs of 
developing and administering the school transportation program.
